I just discovered a problem with the 100K pot attenuator I recomend between 
a 5 watt transmitter and the SA/SA input. Appairently, there is a fair 
amount of capacitance between the input terminal and output terminal of the 
pot, so too much signal leaks through and overloads the input. 


I corrected this by using a simple multi-section resistive pad: 


input (dummy load) --390----- 390----- 390----- input S/A 
I I 
51 51 
I I 
Ground 


It's built on a strip of copper clad board with a copper clad shield 
between the sections. The resistor values are ones that were handy and just 
happens to knock the 5 watt signal down to about 60 dB on the scope. 

It looks like it would be a very good idea to build a four section step 
attenuator of say two 20 db pads and two 10 dB pads using slide switches. 
You can find the proper values and how to build one in any ARRL Handbook. 
Sorry for any problems or confusion this might have caused you. Sorry for 
posting this to the whole list, but its a LOT easier this way. Thanks.

I disagree with Doc, KOEVZ, on slowing down the code speed under poor 
conditions, hi. My experience has been that it is easier to copy at 18 
wpm than slower speeds when conditions are unfavorable. At the slower 
speeds the QSB can be a real killer as can atmospheric noise. When I 
was active in the National Traffic System this was pretty well accepted 


and adhered to on our net. However, this is conditioned on having an 
experienced cw operator at the receiving end who establishes the speed. 
During and DX contests I have really appreciated the operator that will 
keep the speed at 15 to 20 WPM under adverse conditions, because the 
exchange usually goes quickly enough to beat the QSB and QRM. 


An area in which we can collectively make big improvements is in how we 
pick up "fills". To send, " PSE AGN UR STATE? STATE? BK" as opposed to 
sending only, "STATE?" can be the difference between completing an 
exchange and getting clobbered by QRM or being lost in QSB. Many, if 
not most of us, have QSK on our QRP rigs; and QSK can be a big asset 
when getting fills or working under poor conditions. We can learn a lot 
from the old NTS cw traffic hounds and by listening to the techniques of 
the many excellent QRP operators we hear in all our great on-air 
activities. 


Nice to work you three nights in a row from W6BAB, and I'll be looking 
for you again. Tonight you were competing with a Spanish speaking SSB 
station, but I pulled you through.

Three years ago at a hamfest I saw someone selling sets of old, 

obviously used crystal filters for 10.7 MHz at ten dollars for a set-- 
upper sideband, lower sideband and roofing. They probably weren't 

selling well (the box looked like it had a million miles on it!) and they 
were getting tired of hauling them all over the countryside and offered 
me a ridiculous price on the entire box (maybe 30 sets, at a guess) that 
told me they didn't want to haul them anymore. When I hesitated they 
made a final offer that said "Watch our lips, we are NOT taking these 
home!" Now they've been sitting in MY house for three years and I'm 

tired of stumbling over the box and it's obvious that I'm not going to 
use them. If interested in a set of three, you can have one set for $2 
postpaid, in a padded envelope (that price is for US addresses only). If 
you'd like a larger quantity, we can work something out (it would be 
little more than the postage). If you object to me making an obscene 
profit on these you can send a dollar bill and two quarters instead. I 
want these OUT of here! 


These are old, ugly, beat up, dirty and hideous, but probably work (I'll 
do a quick and dirty test of each set to make sure they at least pass 
signals.) They have the name Racal on them (some of you will 


recognize that) and the date codes on some indicate that they came 
from the early 70's at the most. The only warranty I can give is a 
guarantee that you'll want to wash them when you get them :-) 


Sizes: The roofing filters are about 1.4" X 1.06" X 0.75" high (plus 
height of pins and studs). The upper and lower sideband filters are 
1.475" X 0.685" X 0.57" high (not including pins). After counting, I 
appear to have about 37 full sets plus about 19 additional uppers and 
18 additional lowers.

Hi Maurice, 


I have a ‘94 ford F-150 and did a hard mount at left side 
rear bed just above the tail light. JI think that you could 
rig up something that would fit in the hole just above the 
tail light and you would have to run a ground strap. I have 
seen the rope tie downs where they are a rubber block and 
act like to old thermos bottle stoppers, I think you could 
do something with that. I am using a Hustler fold-over 
with Kilowatt resonators for HF as the SWR according to 
Hustler is about 100% wider at 100 watts then at a 

Kilowatt. I need to park in a parking garage and there is a 
7 foot hight limit that the fold over just meets that 
requirement. No problems so far. 


The trailer hitch may not be a good idea if you need to 
lower your tail gate very often. You may want to use a HAM 
STICK and they are not very tall, perhaps mount it inside 
the bed of the truck near the top of box. I think that if 
you could get the antenna so that the radititon area is 
above any metal surface that you will get out better. 


As to the feed-line just pull the seat foward as far as 
possible. Lift the carpeting or rubber matt at the rear and 
you should see a rubber or plastic diaphram. just next to 
the wall of the back of the cab and pull it out and look 
around. Mine went to the outside after a jog of about 8" 
toward the side of the cab. I fished my coax up and punched 
an X in the plastic diaphram and pushed my coax thru and ran 
it under the floor matt next to the door and under the step 
molding. There is a channel where the electrical wiring 
goes and I ran my coax in it. Then I ran it up to the fire 
wall and across and come out under the ashtray and soldered 
the RF connector on where it attaches to my ICOM-730. 


My Truck has a bench seat and mounting the radio is a little 
more complicated and I have not worked out all the details 
yet. At present I have a peice of plywood holding the 
radio, and a Rube Goldberg method of holding the radio 


down. It moves too much and I need to do something else. I 
tried to mount a pipe flange on the floor on the 
transmission hump but the sheet metal is too thin to take 
the load the radio would present to the floor. I need at 
least a three point mounting. The dash is too much plastic 
and will not hold the radio. Now if I can get a DX-70 that 
may be mounted to the dash. I would like to have two seats 
with a console in between. Maybe next truck, maybe. 


I have run my 10 meter rig from there and it worked fine. I 
use the cig-lighter for power at present but expect soon to 
re-wire so I can use the ICOM at full power if I need it. 

I have an AT-11 Kit that I will build as soon as I can then 
perhaps it won't matter tooooo much what band I run on. 


Good Luck with your truck and the antenna instillation. I 
hope to get some other projects done so I can go and operate 
CW in the boondocks soon. I think the set up in the truck 
will be ideal for that. JI could stop for lunch and work 30 
meters, Maybe! TOO Many projects and not enough time.

Back during the peak of the last sunspot cycle, CB to 10M conversions 
were hot stuff. 


The best candidates for conversion were those CBs which used the 
"Cybernet" PCB. Cybernet was a Japanese company that produced a 
"generic" CB board which was sold to several different manufacturers 
to market under their own name. The board was fully assembled with a 
few optional circuits which could be added as desired. It used a 
unique Motorola PLL (no longer available) and had 3 crystals. The 
Cybernet PCB was never FCC type-accepted and so all the CBs and 
countless assembled PCBs (which were never mounted in a radio) could 
not be sold legally and, so, ended up in the hands of hams. 73 
Magazine published an extensive series of articles (as did QST) on the 
conversions. Radios which used the Cybernet PCB and the PCBs 
themselves still show up at hamfests for bargain prices (I gave only 
$5 for a complete Hy-Gain CB [Hy-Gain One] which used one of these 
boards). 10M FM was by far the most popular conversion. FMing the 
radio was fairly simple and there was a simple FM demodulator circuit 
available. These radios / PCBs have been successfully converted to 
both 10M and 6M FM (as well as AM). With proper scrounging you could 
build a complete rig for under $20. 


All this is not to say that many other types of CBs weren't 
converted...far from the truth...but the above circuit was the most 
straight-forward conversion. I have a buddy who even converted one to 
40M CW. He has a very high level of technical competence - a 
conversion of that nature requires lots of component swapping and 
rewinding of transformers and coils. Lots of people on QRP-L have 
similar expertise. 


I'm certain that many of the people on QRP-L have made these 
conversions. With a new sunspot cycle looming ahead, I would like to 
see some of these conversions resurfacing. Personally, I would like 
to see some CW conversions...hint, hint.

Send your call Slower! 

Most people send their call faster than anything else. This is because 
they 

send their call more than anything else and it is familiar and easy. 

The problem is, the call is the one MOST IMPORTANT part of the exchange. 
Most of us have to make an effort (unless we are using a keyboard) to 
simply 

send our call at the same speed we are sending. 


I suggest a xslight*x decrease in speed when sending the call. 
If you are sending at 22 wpm, send your call at 21 wpm.

Mike, there are a number of band plans for 40 meters, depending on where 
in the world you live. The ARRL has a band plan which they publish in 
their Operating Manual and once a year in QST (I think in December). 


Throughout Europe and most of the rest of the world, the 40 meter band 
only extends from 7.0 to 7.1 so cw, rtty and ssb all fit within a 100 
khz. In Europe you will find cw 7000 - 7030, rtty 7030 - 7040 (with an 
International dx calling frequency of 7040) and ssb from 7040 up to 7.1. 
Above 7.1 international broadcasters have the spectrum. 


When there is a major international contest occuring on a weekend you 
will hear that mode taking over an even larger portion of the band. For 
example during CQ's World Wide SSB Contest in October you will find ssb 
occuring as low as 7025. (Remember, ssb is legal in many countries 
throughout the entire 40 meter band.) 


My guess as to why you hear so little cw above 7050 is due to ssb you 
hear above that frequency from Canada and the rest of the world.

You were coming in quite stong, as well. I gave you a 579 (if I remember 
correctly), but your signal might have been stronger. It's difficult to judge 
even relative signal strength with the Pixie. 


Your's was the only solid QSO I had with the Pixie. I had a partial QSO with 
AA4XX (at least I think I did), but really could not copy Paul; he was only a 
few 10's of Hertz from my frequency, and copy was almost impossible. 


You came in well because of your relative proximity. With many (?) others 
working 3.6864 in the NC area, I'm not surprised that few heard me down there. 
Seemed to be very little activity in New England. 


The Pixie I was using puts out almost a watt, unlike most which run around 
250-300 mW. Unfortunately, it has no sidetone, no offset, and no filtering.

If you go to HomeDepot you should be able to find a corner-square 
clamp used for holding boards at right angles while glueing/nailing/.... 


I think mine cost me about $6 US coin of the realm. It is small enough to 
work with small PC-board pieces and hold them in place while soldering. 
Two clamps can be used together to hold opposite ends together, although 

I use masking tape sometimes as a temporary holding mechanism on the 
opposite end. Of course, I do not solder near the tape unless I want to 
make a mess that I have to clean up on the boards.

I operate 160m contests a good bit and have to deal with trying to 
copy a lot of weak stations at times. I've found that, generally, I 
would prefer the weak station to be sending at 28 - 33 WPM or so. 
Sometimes it helps to QRS, but not usually. The reason is that 
because of QSB and QRM, there is only a short time where the station 
is copyable and if he's sending at 18 WPM, that's not enough time to 
copy the info, but if he's QRQ, there's a better chance of getting 
the exchange (or at least more of it).
